FAVERSHAM’S Chamber of 
Commerce could fold unless more busi¬ 
nessmen come forward to help run it. 

At the moment the chamber has just two com¬ 
mittee men representing 40 businesses in the town. 

Now Adrian Oliver, membership secretary, has 
told a business forum run by Faversham 
Enterprise Partnership the chamber is in dire 
straits. 

He said: “There is no independent voice for 
business in the town. Business must have a say 
in how the town is developed and be able to bring 
pressure to bear on the town council, Swale coun¬ 
cil and the county council. Chris Barkaway, a local 
butcher, and I cannot run it on our own. 

“We need the local business community to come 
out and back us.” 

Mr Oliver said a thriving chamber could help 
develop the town and help local businesses take 
advantage of new development opportunities. 

He was backed by John Wright, Swale council 
cabinet member for regeneration, who said 
Faversham needs a strong business community 
to take advantage of the town’s increased tourism 
potential and the release of brown field sites in 
the area for local job creation. 

He said: “Business in the town must have a uni¬ 
fied voice and that is where a strong chamber of 
commerce would come in. 

“There are plenty of opportunities available 
with the possibility the new fast commuter trains 
to London will terminate at Faversham. 

“Also, Faversham businesses have a golden 
opportunity to promote themselves not only in 
the tourism field, but in manufacturing many of 
the small items that will be needed for the 2012 
Olympics.”

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Driver tried 
to hide ban 
from his 
employer

SALESMAN Brett Smith 
didn’t want his bosses at 
Coca-Cola to know he had a 
drink drive conviction but 
he was in a pickle when he 
had to return his company 
car. 

Despite being banned he drove the 
car to a colleague to return it to the 
fizzy drink giant - but was nabbed 
by police, leaving him in hot water. 

South African-born Smith, 25, of 
West Street, Faversham, concealed 
his court record, hoping to get a good 
reference after resigning his job. 

But his plan backfired when police 
caught him driving a couple of hun¬ 
dred yards from his home, 
Sittingbourne magistrates were told. 

Smith pleaded guilty to driving 
while disqualified and having no 
insurance when he was stopped in 
Norman Road, Faversham, on 
October 28. 

Charlotte Surley, defending, said 
the professional cricketer and law 
student had a rotten six months up 
to his latest conviction. 

He came over to this country to 
play Lancashire league cricket for 
Bury, but was injured in a car crash 
before he could face a ball for them. 

Then he was involved in a fight in 
a Maidstone club because somebody 
objected to his accent. 

Next he was banned from driving 
when he went to pick up his girl¬ 
friend after going out drinking in 
Faversham. 


She said: “Mr Smith is well aware 
of what he has done but doesn’t 
regard himself as a criminal. 

“He had a row with his girlfriend 
and went out. When she said she was 
walking home in the dark he impul¬ 
sively said he would collect her. He 
was stopped by police on the way to 
pick her up. 

“The relationship ended. Mr Smith 
didn’t tell his employers of his con¬ 
viction because the work was home- 
based. 

“He resigned and took holiday enti¬ 
tlement but it left him with the prob¬ 
lem of his company car. When the 
firm said it wouldn’t send someone to 
pick it up but told him to take it to 
Sittingbourne where a fellow 
employee would pick it up, he drove 
the car. 

Hole 

“My client realises he has dug an 
enormous hole for himself which is 
difficult to get out of. 

“This young man has been 
extremely successful in his life and 
wouldn’t cope easily with prison. He 
hasn’t been his own best friend in 
this case.” 

Bench chairman Jonathan Penn 
banned Smith from driving for two 
years and gave him a six-month com¬ 
munity supervision order. 

He said: “Imprisonment was an 
option but we believe you are mak¬ 
ing an effort to put the last six 
months behind you. 

“If you appear in front of us again 
you will be going to prison.” 

Smith was ordered to pay £60 
costs.

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Fresh hope for 

the future of 

bowls pavilion 


Money may come from sewage project 


VITAL cash to replace 
Faversham Bowls Club’s ail¬ 
ing pavilion could come from 
an abandoned sewage proj¬ 
ect on the other side of 
Swale. 

The building is in such a bad state 
that it will have to be demolished 
whether a replacement can be paid for 
or not, potentially leaving the club 
with no pavilion at all. 

The cost of replacing the building is 
more than £150,000, but with all 
funding sources exhausted and 
£25,000 still to find, the future for the 
club looked bleak. 

But help is at hand from an unex¬ 
pected source. 

Swale council had previously set 
aside more than £45,000 to pay for 
sewage works at Barton’s Point on the 
Isle of Sheppey, but complications 
have led to its abandonment, freeing 
up the remaining cash.

In a report to the Swale council 
executive, Gerry Lewin, member for 
sustainable planning and culture, 
wrote: “Progress on the project was 
reported in June 2005 following pre¬ 
contract site investigations which 
identified a number of unforeseen dif¬ 
ficulties and significantly increased 
the cost of the scheme.” 

Budget 

Since 2005, the money has been 
allocated to the capital budget in case 
extra funding becomes available to 
carry out the work, which involves 
replacing a cesspool with a pumping 
station and connection to the general 
sewerage system. 

But as no additional funding for the 
work has come forward, the executive 
will consider using £25,000 of it to 
make up the shortfall for the bowls 
pavilion replacement. 


Negotiations are currently going on 
between the council and buildings 
suppliers to try to reduce the cost of 
replacing the pavilion further. They 
have already succeeded in knocking 
£3,000 off by securing a supply deal, 
and Cllr Lewin’s report suggests the 
£25,000 shortfall could be reduced 
still further if negotiations are suc¬ 
cessful. 

Planning permission for the replace¬ 
ment pavilion has already been given, 
and an off-the-shelf timber design, 
made from sustainable wood, has 
been selected as the most cost effec¬ 
tive option. 

The executive will make a decision 
on whether to re-allocate the funds at 
a meeting this week. 

Founded in 1926, Faversham bowls 
club is one of the oldest in Kent, and 
has more than 100 members. Each 
year they hold the Faversham 
Industrial Bowls Tournament, a com¬ 
petition between local firms, on behalf 
of Faversham Town Council.

Environment Agency officer Barrie 
Neaves will explain drainage issues, and 
the panel will examine ways of improv¬ 
ing the road structure and street clean¬ 
ing to improve drainage further. 

The panel will also consider the impact 
of farming practices and new housing.

Charity garden helps 
people to grow in 
confidence and skill 


A UNIQUE therapeutic garden 
has been set up near Faversham 
to provide a tranquil treatment 
and training centre for disadvan¬ 
taged people. 

The Abbey Physic Community 
Garden is a new charity which 
aims to develop a community- 
based, working environment to 
help socially disadvantaged peo¬ 
ple get back on their feet, by build¬ 
ing confidence and learning new 
skills through gardening. 

Administrator Giselle Campeau 
said: “We are a wildlife friendly, 
organically-managed garden 
which places an emphasis on the 
therapeutic benefits of horticul¬ 
ture.” 

The garden is aimed at anyone 
who is socially isolated, whether 
young or elderly, people with men¬ 
tal health problems, those suffer¬ 
ing from physical disabilities, 
those with learning difficulties, 
the bereaved, and anyone who 
wants to build confidence and 
self-esteem. 

One of the charity’s main goals 
is to offer training to people work¬ 


ing in the garden, and they are 
applying for funding to pay for 
national vocational qualification 
schemes, run in conjunction with 
Hadlow College. 

Mrs Campeau said: ‘We have 
already had successes with train¬ 
ing courses, as it has encouraged 
some of our members to enroll in 
college classes on their own.” 

The garden is run, on a day-to- 
day basis, by a group of between 
40 to 50 volunteers who are either 
keen gardeners, or would like to 
learn more about horticulture. 

These volunteers help and sup¬ 
port visitors, teaching them skills 
as they work with the plants. 

She added: “Long term, our goal 
is for the garden to become an 
established place of support and 
training for the vulnerable people 
of Faversham and East Kent.” 

The garden is owned by The Old 
Grammar School Charity in 
Faversham, who have leased the 
land to the charity at a cheap rate. 

Organic fruit and vegetables 
grown in the garden are sold to 
visitors on a donation basis. 
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Crook pinches 
toys for food 

ALAN Tanner stole more than £250 
worth of Thomas the Tank Engine toys 
to buy food a court was told.

Debbie Pizzey, defending, said Tanner 
was a drug user and had been living at 
his girlfriend’s parents’ home until she 
was sent to prison on drugs offences. 

She said: “He was out on the street with 
nowhere to go and no money to buy food. 
He thought by stealing the toys he would 
have money for food and accommodation.” 

Tanner was given a conditional dis¬ 
charge for 12 months and ordered to pay 
£60 costs. 

Landmark gets 
docked by yobs 

VANDALS have smashed St George’s 
Clock in Canterbury city centre putting 
it out of action for weeks. 

The damage was done about two 
weeks ago, when a brick was thrown at 
the clock, denting the face, bending the 
hands and dislodging some of the inter¬ 
nal workings. 

Council spokesman Rob Davies said: 
‘We believe someone has deliberately 
thrown a large brick or something simi¬ 
lar at the clock. 

“Initial investigations revealed there 
could be further extensive internal dam¬ 
age, so a specialist clock smith has been 
called in. 

‘We hope to have it resolved within two 
weeks if we can.”

Town's 'green lung' 
faces a tight squeeze 


PLANS for a ‘green’ cycle path have 
enraged Whitstable householders 
who have formed a pressure group 
to block the project. 

The proposal, still in the planning stage, 
forms part of the Connect2 project which aims 
to build hundreds of miles of cycle paths at 79 
locations around England. 

Connect2 is organised by Sustrans, the UK’s 
leading sustainable transport charity, who were 
brought in by the Crab and Winkle Trust, a local 
body formed in 1997 with the aim of bringing 
the Whitstable to Canterbury link back into use. 

The Crab and Winkle Trust claim the route 
will provide a healthy and green way to get 
about, but protestors say the plans involve the 
destruction of Whitstable’s ‘green lung 5 , a band 
of trees which runs along the route of the old 
Canterbury to Whitstable railway line. 

They argue the area is a haven for wildlife 
and does not need developing further.

A spokesman for Whitstable Green Lung, 
which has launched a poster campaign around 
the town, said: “It will destroy the majority of 
trees and vegetation in what they themselves 
describe as a ‘green lung 5 , devastating the 
wildlife habitat therein. 

“Following this, heavy plant will move in to 
construct a three-metre wide, raised and lit 
cycle path with municipal planting.” 

Householder Julie Street said: “I live along 
Clare Road and have always valued the wood¬ 
land that has grown up along this disused rail¬ 
way line over the last 50 years. 

“When in the garden on summer evenings you 
notice bats and nightingales. This is a special and 
rare environment; I really don’t want to lose it.” 

The cycle path would include the construction 
of two bridges along the route which would take 
cyclists straight into the centre of Whitstable. 
Teynham Road and the London to Ramsgate 


railway would also need to be bridged. 

Residents of surrounding roads have also 
accused council contractors of breaching tree 
protection orders after they cut down several 
swathes of woodland as part of the preliminary 
investigation work. 

A spokesman said: “Answers have not been 
swift, and details sketchy, but what appears to 
have happened is that the contractors were not 
informed that the site was covered by the tree 
protection order, so they just went about their 
business, cutting back what they liked. 

“If the bridges are ever built, let’s hope they 
fully brief the construction team, or they might 
just knock down someone’s house.” 

Canterbury council said they could not com¬ 
ment on the alleged violation of tree protection 
orders as the proposal is in the planning appli¬ 
cation stage, and is due to be considered early 
next year. Consultation on the plans ends next 
Wednesday.

WITHIN INCHES 
OF FLOODING 


THE widespread flooding may not have occurred 
as feared, but the tidal surge which swept the 
coast on Friday still came perilously close to 
breaching the sea defences in Whitstable. 

Locals flocked to the coastline to watch the 
incoming high tide and witnessed some remark¬ 
able sights as the sea became swollen by high 
winds in the North Sea. 

In Whitstable harbour, as pictured, water came 
within inches of toppling over the sea wall, while 
the Neptune pub came within a whisker of being 
hit by the waves which battered the coastline. 

Schools had flood plans in place in order to 
evacuate children had the stormy weather 
proved too much. 

In 1953 the town was swamped by a tidal 
surge, leaving much of the area under water - in 
2007 it proved a lucky escape. 

The worst hit areas in Kent were in Sandwich - 
although it only suffered minor coastal flooding.

Pub's pirate 
plans set to 
be scuppered 


COUNCIL captains were expect¬ 
ed to sink plans to build a pirate 
ship on the front of a Whitstable 
pub, at a planning meeting last 
night. 

Owner of the Wall Tavern, Shirley Randall, 
wants to build half a wrecked pirate ship 
onto the front of the popular pub, with its 
fallen masts and sails providing a canopy to 
protect smokers during stormy weather. 

The buccaneer build, nicknamed the Black 
Pearl after Captain Jack Sparrow’s ship in 
Pirates of the Caribbean, would replace the 
existing extension on the front, which regu¬ 
lars complain is ugly and cuts out light from 
the bar. 

But Canterbury council unleashed a pow¬ 
erful broadside against the vessel, arguing 
it would devalue the town’s maritime her¬ 
itage. 

Planning officer Katie Miller said: “If the 
ship were real and a remnant of Whitstable’s 
maritime heritage then the proposal could be 
fully supported. 

“It is not though, and is not even in a style 
of boat that is historically associated with 
Whitstable, but a fake pirate ship.” 

Mrs Randall said: ‘We put forward three 
suggestions for the extension, a traditional 
one, a contemporary one, and the pirate ship. 
The pirate ship proved most popular.”

Mrs Randall explained the galleon would 
form the centrepiece for the pub’s new pirate 
theme, aimed at making it more family 
friendly. 

Regular Wall Tavern crew members have 
written to the council in support of the Black 
Pearl, arguing the maritime masterpiece 
would attract tourists to the town with its 
playful reference to Whitstable’s history. 

Other supporters confirmed the wrecked 
pirate ship suggested a friendly, family pub, 
and claimed it was “in keeping with the exist¬ 
ing building”. 

But planning officers disagreed. 

Mrs Miller said: “If such a proposal were 
permitted, not only would the scheme have a 
detrimental impact on the conservation area 
and listed building, but the whole ethos of 
Whitstable’s maritime heritage would be 
devalued.” 

The Wall Tavern’s galleon would be 
designed to resemble the rear end of the ship, 
complete with mast and crow’s nest. 

Attached to the fallen mast would be a sail 
which could be unfurled to provide cover for 
smokers during the winter months. 

The ship would be attached to the building 
with a glass walkway, allowing more light 
into the pub.

Praise for generosity as 
cathedral funds hit £7m 

A CAMPAIGN to save Canterbury Cathedral 
has raised £7 million in little over a year. 

Some of the cash raised since the Save 
Canterbury Cathedral Appeal was launched 
last year has already been used for vital 
restoration work, including stone conservation 
and protecting the stained glass. 

The cathedral is facing the twin perils of old 
age and pollution and campaigners say it could 
crumble to the ground unless £50m is raised. 

Commenting on the milestone, Brigadier 
David Innes, chief executive of the appeal, said: 
“An enormous amount of progress has been 
made, much of it due to the generosity of the 
people who have donated financially, run events 
or given their time.” 

Bishop voices dismay over 
plans to dose post offices 

A SENIOR churchman has called for a 
moratorium on the possible closure of Post 
Offices in Kent. 

The call from Stephen Venner, the Bishop in 
Canterbury and of Dover, came on Monday, 
the closing day of the Post Office’s consulta¬ 
tion into the future of 58 local facilities. 

He said: “The assumption has been made 
that in rural areas all communities have 
within them the capacity to provide and 
develop alternative provision. 

“And yet there is no mention within the 
proposals of any dedicated funding or the 
facilitation of any community-led or 
community-assisted models of provision.”

Q What is your professional background and how did you 
come to Kent? 

A After leaving York University I joined the 
fire service in London, starting out as a fire¬ 
fighter aged 23 and worked my way through to 
assistant chief in charge of operations in the 
capital, before being appointed the deputy in 
Kent in 2000. When my predecessor retired 
last year I was promoted to chief fire officer. 

A What does your job entail? 


A Running the best fire service in the UK! A 
lot of what I do inevitably involves trying to 
make sure we can get the resources we need 
from government and setting out the future 
direction for the service in Kent. A lot of meet¬ 
ings, a lot of paperwork, but I still wouldn’t do 
another job. I also try to get around to as many 
of my stations as I can to talk to and listen to 
staff, and even still go out to incidents from 
time to time. The Channel Tunnel also takes 
up a fair amount of my time as I’m an inde¬ 
pendently appointed member of the Channel 
Tunnel Safety Authority. 

Q What are your favourite aspects in terms of firefighting 
in Kent? 

A Working with a great team and making a 
difference to people’s lives. I also still love 
the buzz of going to incidents and trying to 
restore order from chaos.

determined to maintain and even improve 
standards. We’re looking to invest in new 
equipment so we can tackle the increasing risk 
of floods and we also want to update firefight¬ 
ing equipment so we can use less water. The 
other area we’ll be investing in is road safety - 
there are more serious road accidents than 
serious fires now. 


Although we’re one of the veiy best in terms 
of performance, we can still get better. I have 
an ambition to see no fire deaths or injuries in 
Kent. We’re getting there, but it’s getting harder. 
We need to recruit more widely to complement 
the great staff we already have - if communities 
don’t feel they can identify with their fire service 
we’ll fail to protect them as well as we could.

How does Kent fire and rescue service compare with 
other forces? 


We’re consistently in the top two and in 
many areas we’re the best in the country. We 
have the lowest figures for people being killed 
or injured by fire in their homes and we’re also 
reducing arson, road accidents and false 
alarms. This is certainly one of the safest places 
to live now as far as fire risk is concerned. 


What's been your biggest achievement in your career in 
Kent? 


The challenges of major incidents are 
always at the front of my mind. This year 
we’ve had a major oil tank fire, floods and an 
earthquake! And I’m proud of the way we 
coped with them all.

Green group calls for bike 
training to be improved 

GREEN campaigners have accused Kent 
County Council of failing to provide enough 
cycle training to keep young people safe. 

Kent Green Party says the county council 
should use the government’s national train¬ 
ing scheme - instead of its own one-day 
courses. 

Campaigner Steve Dawe said: “Kent’s 
courses are not being run under the 
Government’s national scheme, in which 
far more training is provided. 

“Medway uses the government scheme, 
gets a grant, and does not charge young¬ 
sters or their families for cycle proficiency 
training.” 

But KCC cabinet member for highways 
Keith Ferrin said: ‘We take cycle training 
very seriously. We offer our own Kent Rider 
scheme as an introduction to safer cycling 
for Year 6 pupils countywide. 

“About 10,000 pupils were successfully 
introduced to cycling in this way during the 
last school year. 

“The Kent scheme offers a one-day, on- 
the-road course with a ratio of one instruc¬ 
tor for every six pupils. 

“Parents pay £15 a year for the course 
which, I believe, represents good value-for- 
money.” 

He added: “In an ideal world we would 
offer free training to all, but the cost to the 
taxpayer would run into hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of pounds.” 

Over half our schools are 
officially labelled healthy 

A TOTAL of 310 schools countywide have 
been officially designated as “healthy”. 

The NHS and Kent County Council are 
behind the move, which promotes fruit and 
veg tuck shops, healthy menus for lunch 
and physical activities. 

It is designed as part of a lifestyle package 
which also includes educational standards 
and personal well-being. 

A total of 59 per cent of schools across the 
county have currently qualified for the 
award. 

Chris Wells, KCC schools chief, said: 
“Hopefully the programme will influence 
pupils throughout their lives and in turn 
inspire their families to healthier 
lifestyles.”

Yet the story lurches on with the subtlety 
and tact of a drunken carol singer, stating 
that: “It emerged in 2006 that three out of four 
employers were not putting up Christmas dec¬ 
orations in the workplace for fear of offending 
staff of other cultures.” 

Really? 

There is no mention, of course, of where it 
emerged from. A mince pie? Someone’s imagi¬ 
nation? 

Who carried out this research? How many 
people did they ask? The term “it emerged” 
seems designed simply to muddy the waters. 

And where did they get “three in four”? Was 
this study carried out in a Chinese restaurant 
with 12 employees, eight of whom are practic¬ 
ing Buddhists? 

And where does the term “downgraded”, so 


gleefully wedged in the introduction, come 
from? This is not attributed to the think tank. 

Could it be editorial spin on a story the news 
editor has seen has the potential to provoke 
angry emails? 

I’m sure a respected news service would 
never stoop so low. Not at Christmas! 

In actual fact, no one has ever taken legal 
action because they were offended by 
Christmas, and there is no legal requirement 
for businesses or councils to celebrate all faiths. 

Unfortunately the sales orientated hyper¬ 
bole of the right wing press serves to scare peo¬ 
ple into thinking there might be. 

This type of story is as seasonal as snowmen, 
drink driving adverts and chronic bouts of 
indigestion, but publishing it is as profession¬ 
al as staging a nativity play with a live donkey. 
We all know the inevitable result.

Robert's focus 
on America

ACTOR and director Robert 
Redford has no intention of mel¬ 
lowing with age - despite turning 
71 this year. 

In fact the star says he is more opinionated 
than ever - particularly when it comes to the 
current situation in the US. 

“It’s true to say I’m probably getting angrier 
and more engaged,” he says flashing his trade¬ 
mark blue eyes. 

“I’m aware that America has a lot of power 
and a lot of ability to do good in the world, so 
I’m very interested in what has happened to 
our reputation in the world since 9/11.” 

Redford’s laid-back demeanour and gentle 
manner belies a fierce passion for politics 
which he’s channelled through some of cine¬ 
ma’s most influential films, like The 
Candidate and All The President’s Men. 

And almost 40 years after hitting the big time 
in Butch Cassidy And The Sundance Rid, he 
has come out with all guns blazing again. This 
time, with his latest movie Lions For Lambs, he 
has his targets firmly set on the American 
media, education and on US Congress. 

Redford, who also directed the film, stars 
alongside Tom Cruise and Meryl Streep as an 
idealistic college professor who inadvertently 
propels two of his former students into the 
Afghanistan war with tragic consequences. 

Though he had not directed a film for seven 
years, the veteran star says the screenplay 
immediately resonated with him. “I was sur¬ 
prised by it because it was political and there’s 
so much commercial insecurity about films 
these days it seems that only the ones that 
play safe get made. 

“Those that are more risky in nature, that

maybe make you think or wonder, are harder 
to come by. And yet those are the films I’ve 
always enjoyed making,” he explains. 

“To me, it’s a film about personal responsibili¬ 
ty, about young people accepting the role they 
play in shaping the future and about how we 
each deal with our choices in life.” 

Playing a college professor also struck an 
ironic chord with the star, as his own education 
was cut short when he was kicked out of the 
University of Colorado for drunkenness. 

The failed college student went on to become 
one of the most successful actors in screen his¬ 
tory thanks to acclaimed performances in hit 
films such as Butch Cassidy, The Sting, The 
Way We Were and The Great Gatsby.

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Trinny and Susannah 
shape up UK's women

FROM cellos and goblets to bricks 
and lollipops, Trinny and 
Susannah believe they’ve finally 
come up with the 12 definitive 
female body shapes after 
interrogating thousands of British 
women about their saddle bags, 
muffin tops, cankles and pot 
bellies. 

“In our first book we researched the big 
issues for women such as massive or no boobs, 
flabby arms, wide hips, short legs, flabby 
tummies and so on, but over the years a lot of 
women have pointed out that some of the rules 
contradicted each other. We thought we’d 
better deal with that so we came up with the 
12 shapes,” Trinny explains. 

“There’s way too much emphasis on what 
dress size someone is but I never, ever look at 
the labels in clothes when I’m dressing 
somebody. I look at the woman’s shape and the 
contrast between her boobs and tummy or 
whatever, not by picking out a size 14 jacket 
and just hoping it works.” 

Susannah adds: “Basically, we wrote The 
Body Shape Bible to give women confidence 
and to stop them pulling their hair out when 
they go shopping for clothes!” 

Trinny and Susannah’s latest tome highlights 
the main characteristics of each of their 12 new 
female body shapes and illustrates how just 
how easy it is to make simple mistakes by 
blindly following fashion instead of being aware 
of what suits your shape. 

“The rules and ideas in the book are simple 
and fundamental so, for example, if you are a

cornet shape with wide shoulders, narrow hips 
and long legs you should always wear A-line, 
single breasted jackets because you’re top 
heavy,” Susannah reveals. 

“Or if you’re a column shape, you should 
always try to break up your up-and-down body 
with a funky belt, or a top or dress with a 
cinched-in waist so that it draws attention to 
the middle of your body.” 

In their brand new ITV1 series, Trinny and 
Susannah Undress The Nation, the girls have 
the chance to take their innovative new dress 
code for a road test all over the UK to tackle 
the country’s major style issues. 

“Something like 46 per cent of British 
women are over a size 16 but 80 per cent of 


high street shops don’t stock size 16 and above 
so larger women often have to shop via 
catalogues and mail order,” reveals Trinny. 

“The situation is getting better but it’s still 
very difficult, so rather than going into a shop 
and picking out all of the size 16s or 18s to try 
on, no matter what style they are, we want 
women to ignore the sizes and find the right 
clothes for their shape instead. 

“Just go in and think ‘right, I’m going to find 
all the double-breasted jackets, or all the A- 
line skirts, or all of the long tailored trousers 
with pockets at the back or whatever it is that 
suits my shape’ rather than trying on twenty- 
odd random items in the same size and then 
getting depressed because none of them 
actually suit you,” she recommends. 

Of course, it’s not only grown women who 
make fashion disasters. The teenage 
generation are just as guilty of putting 
together catwalk-copied outfits which 
generally do them no favours at all. 

“Right now I would say that a lot of women, 
especially teenage girls, are wearing very 
unforgiving skinny jeans simply to feel 
fashionable and, lets face it, only someone with 
a Kate Moss-type figure ever looks any good in 
them,” warns Trinny. 

“Teenagers are under such enormous 
pressure from their peers and the media and 
it’s pretty tough if they’re not the exact shape 
that society dictates they should be. 

“In my opinion a girl who is pear shaped can 
still look great as she could just wear a baby 
doll dress with leggings that come down her 
mid-calf as a trendy alternative to skinny 
jeans. There’s no shape dilemma that can’t be 
solved,” she says.

Enjoy an exotic island mixer

A FEW miles south-west of its 
rather more exotic neighbour 
Mustique, Canouan may at last be 
ready to shrug off its image as the 
forgotten island of the Caribbean. 

Thanks to the vision of two multi¬ 
millionaires, the green and hilly three square 
miles of Canouan have been sensitively 
transformed into a luxury, multi-activity 
holiday destination. 

The island now offers everything most 
visitors could possibly want - thanks to Swiss- 
Italian banker Antonio Saladino and 
American businessman Donald Trump, who 
have ensured there is plenty to do ashore and 
afloat, as well as simply soaking up the sun. 

At the heart of the Grenadines chain, 
Canouan has five palm-fringed, soft white 
coral sand beaches, bath-warm brilliant 
turquoise seas, a 1.5-mile coral reef, views for 
miles over the Caribbean from its peaks and 
average minimum temperatures around 25°C. 

Visitors meander the snaking network of 
narrow roads and paths in golf carts, taking 
care to avoid the population of tortoises - 
known locally as turtles - after which the 
island was named. 

A 15-year plan to build 135 high-spec Trump 
Island Villas, costing from about £1 million, 
will enable the super-rich to have their own 
slice of secluded Caribbean paradise here, 
with breathtaking views.

Shorter-term, and less well-off, visitors can 
wallow in top-of-the-range facilities on the 
300-acre, five-star Raffles Resort instead, and 
the smaller Tamarind Beach Hotel & Yacht 
Club, with both offering superb world cuisine 
at various gourmet restaurants. 

Raffles Resort Canouan Island complex - 
the luxury hotel group’s first resort in the 


western hemisphere - opened in August 2004. 

An amphitheatre-shaped, palm tree setting 
overlooking sheltered Carenage Bay, it holds 
156 dramatically decorated and stylishly 
furnished one to four bedroom suites and 
villas, with garden, ocean or golf course views. 

If you can drag yourself away from the 
hotel’s gorgeous confines, there’s plenty to see 
and do. We took a high-speed motorboat to 
Tobago Keys, just 40 minutes away. Because 
our visit was in the September-October close 
season, we had this island virtually to 
ourselves - although a chap soon appeared 
with a wide choice of T-shirts for sale. 

With many young people leaving to find 
work on other islands, Canouan’s population 
dwindled to under 500. But in 1990, Saladino 
took a 99-year lease on 1,200 acres, two thirds, 
of the island. 

The story goes that he was unable to build 
on Mustique and saw Canouan’s potential just 
a few miles across the Caribbean. 

Since then the banker and Canouan Resorts 
Development, which he heads, have spent 
more than £100m installing an airstrip, roads, 
electricity, water production, a clinic, schools 
and a training college. 

Now there are some 500 people working at 
the island’s 300-acre Raffles Resort, more than 
80 at Tamarind, and some 300 for Trump’s 
villa developments building company. 

Raffles merits such a large workforce. As 
well as the golf course and the fabulous 
restaurants, it has a well-equipped gym and 
also offers tennis, yoga, mountain biking and 
power walking, and sea sports including 
windsurfing, sailing diving and snorkelling.

Noisy neighbours 
top quarrel polls 

NOISE is still the main reason for neigh¬ 
bourly disputes, according to research by 
Halifax estate agents. 

In the last 12 months over a quarter of 
us admit to having had disagreements 
with neighbours - 26 per cent of these 
were linked to noise. 

The report goes on to list the other 
main causes for neighbours to fall out, 
including boundary disputes (14 per 
cent), pets (11 per cent), parking (10 per 
cent) and bordering or overhanging trees 
and plants (7 per cent). 

Figures show that women outnum¬ 
bered men when it came to complaining, 
with anti-social behaviour their largest 
grievance. 

Age also seems to be a factor. A stag¬ 
gering 49 per cent of 16-24 year olds 
admitted to quarrelling with the neigh¬ 
bours, whilst the 55-64 age group, at 24 
per cent, was least likely to have done so. 

Geographically, the report identified 
that those living in the south are over 10 
per cent more likely to have had neigh¬ 
bourly disputes sometime during the 
last year than those living in the North 
or Midlands. 

The conclusion would seem to indicate 
that if we want harmonious neighbourly 
relations we should move next-door to a 
quiet, 60-year-old Yorkshireman. 

Bank maintains rate 

THE Bank of England’s Monetary Policy 
Committee announced on Thursday it is 
to maintain the official bank rate of 5.75 
per cent. 

The rate last increased by 0.25 per¬ 
centage points it’s current rate on July 5. 

Kent homeowners will gain confidence 
from the fact that variable rate mort¬ 
gages will not increase in the immediate 
future but the decision to maintain cur¬ 
rent rates went against widespread 
speculation of a decrease. 

Best year to date 

DOWNLAND Housing Association 
reported its best ever year to date. 

It built over 400 new homes in the 
affordable sector across 39 local authori¬ 
ties in the South East, 30 in Kent. 

Downland chief executive Mark Perry 
said: “Several hundred more are in the 
pipeline including developments in 
Ashford and Medway. These will range 
from one bedroom flats to three bedroom 
houses according to the assessed needs 
in each area.”

Can open viewings 
help sell houses? 


AS THE property market slows 
down, open house viewings could 
be the next big thing for vendors 
struggling to sell their homes. 

Already the norm in the USA and Australia, 
the trend seems to be catching on here. 

Open viewings see vendors throw open their 
doors on a fixed day, usually at the weekend, 
inviting potential buyers to view their home 
without the constraints of having to make a 
prior appointment. 

Traditionally the domain of prestigious 
houses, the open house is usually seen as an 
efficient way for estate agents to condense 
many viewings into one day or to introduce 
competitive hype between buyers for high 
demand properties. 

However, with a sluggish property market, 
the ‘open house’ can be a useful marketing tool 
for enthusiastic vendors who are prepared to

be pro-active in selling their own home. It 
seems to makes sense. Most estate agents are 
closed at the weekend when a large number of 
people are free to look at potential homes. 

Buyers can wander around the property at 
their leisure and vendors can prepare for a 
single public viewing, rather than trying to 
live in a constant state of readiness for ad-hoc 
appointments. 

I recently made my own foray into open 
viewings whilst trying to sell my two-bedroom, 
terraced cottage. 

It had been on the market for six weeks 
with only a sprinkling of interest and one sole 
viewing. 

Belying first impressions, it really is quite 
spacious inside with a lovely, large rear garden 
but with the tired phrase ‘must be viewed’ not 


doing the trick, frustration lead me to arrange 
an open day. 

I had to face the fact that I was inviting not 
only potential buyers but also local nosey 
parkers into my home, but I decided I didn’t 
mind on the basis that local gossip can still 
generate sales. 

Despite short notice - three days to be pre¬ 
cise - and therefore only limited advertising, 
between noon and 4pm on the Sunday I had 
six potential buyers look around. 

Obviously, precautions had to be taken with 
regard to security. Friends helped out and I 
removed valuables, personal items and keys. 
Asking interested parties to pre-register with 
the agent also prevents people wandering in 
off the street. 

Overall, I thought it was a day well spent but 
as for the results? A second viewing was 
requested by one potential buyer -1 wait with 
interest.

famous D and E-Type sports models. 

Apart from that, this car is ‘New Jaguar’ 
with distinctive vents on the wings and an alu¬ 
minium body some 25 per cent lighter than 
rivals like the equally svelte Mercedes SL and 
lumpier BMW 6-Series. 

This adds to excellent cornering for this 
muscular-yet-smooth riding car and allows it 
to sprint to 60 in less than six seconds, and 
average around 25mpg - almost environmen- 
tally-ffiendly for this market sector. 

But that’s in ‘standard’ 300bhp 4.2-litre V8 
form as tested here. There is also a loony 
supercharged 420bhp XKR, but who needs 
that when the ‘cooking version’ drives and 
sounds so good - the V8 delivers the right 
sound without being intrusive. 

The auto gearbox and manual selection via 
the steering wheel paddles is creamy too, and 
there are some nice touches inside: push-but¬ 
ton starter, classy seats - though the rear ones 
are useless for carrying even the smallest kids 
- plus a decent boot for this class of car. 

Yes, it would be great if the XK proved to be 
the moment that innovation rather than tradi¬ 
tion launched a Jaguar revival. 


LISTENING to old guard cus¬ 
tomers clamouring for tradition got 
Jaguar into a right old mess. 

The marque had been pandering to a vocif¬ 
erous minority that was dying out, instead of 
looking after the ever-changing dynamic busi¬ 
ness class that brought Jaguar to power in the 
50s and 60s, when innovation was its mantra 
not tradition. 


Fortunately, as Jag seems set to change 
hands again - Ford is in talks with Indian 
buyers - innovation is back in vogue and the 
pivotal model will be next year’s XF replace¬ 
ment for the very retro S-Type saloon. 

But history may recall that change began 
with the latest XK Coupe and Convertible 
models. 


We tested a Coupe and, as if to underline 
change, our car was bright red with the option¬ 
al alloy-look dashboard rather than ‘tradition¬ 
al’ wood. 


Its sharper lines are a nod to the future
